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Vancouver in the Lead 


To Vancouver goes the credit for get- 
| ting in early and obtaining the first 2 per 
cent loan to be made by the Dominion to 
a municipality for self-liquidating projects. 
The Vancouver council evidently lost no 
time in sizing up the local situation, find- 
ing out what projects were worth while, 
| and applying for the full amount to 
| which it is entitled. As a result it now has 
| three-quarters of a million dollars at its 
disposal with which to carry out these 
undertakings. The effect in creating em- 
ployment and helping business conditions 
will be important. 

The interest, it is worth noting, will be 
$15,000 per year only. Had the city bor- 
rowed at 5 per cent—and every city in 
western Canada has borrowed at a higher 
rate in years gone by—the yearly inter- 
est bill would be $37,500. The rate of in- 
terest, it will be observed, is a matter of 
some importance. Borrowing at this rate 
the city—any city—can create revenue- 
earning enterprises to twice the value of 
those it could create if the rates hitherto 
prevailing on loans had to be paid. 

For the present, only revenue-earning 
projects are admissable. But if the cities 
show they want cheap money—as Van- 
couver has shown—and do not waste it 
on questionable schemes, it is entirely pos- 
sible that they may be able to get 2 per 
cent we, po ordinary improvement 
purposes in future. What that would mean 
in the way of better civic conditions is 
Suggested in the calculation above.

Canada's Mining Boom 
The students in the grammar schools of other 
countries know that Canada contains great min- 
eral resources, but even the business men in other 
countries have failed to realize the rapidity with 


which those resources are being developed. 
Petroleum production in 1938 has been three 
times that of the corresponding months of 1937. 
Since 1934 Canada has been producing about half 
of all the platinum in the world and Canada is 
leading the world in the production of nickel and 
uranium, and is one of the chief sources of 
radium. At a time when people have become 
accustomed to think of Canadian gold production 
as am@unting to about $100 million a year, the 
statistics have changed and the present rate of 
production gives promise of a total for 1938 of 
$150 or $160 million; in fact the rate of produc- 
tion in March was so high that if it were con- 
tinued throughout the year the total would be 
close to $175 million. Within this country new 
records of production have ceased to attract 
general attention. Of course it is not true that 
new high recofds are achieved in each successive 
month; it is almost twelve months since there 
was a new record for lead, the latest high month 
for copper was January and that for gold was 
March. June or July figures may show that these 
records are already broken. New achievements 
along these lines are so frequent that Canada 
may be said to be in the midst of a mining boom, 
but a boom over so large an area that it no longer 
generates national excitement. 

It was in 1935 that gold production first 
amounted to 300,000 ounces a month. In 1938 
there has only been one month when gold output 
has been less than 350,000 ounces and in March 
it reached the high level of 375,000 ounces. If re- 
cent rates of increase are maintained, an output 
of 400,000 ounces in a month will be achieved be- 
fore the end of the year. 

If well-informed people are asked which 
country produces the great bulk of the world’s 


platinum, the reply is likely to be “Russia” be- 
cause prior to the war Russian production 


amounted to 90 per cent of the world’s output, or 
“Colombia” because in certain post-war years 
Colombian production led the world. In 1937 
more than half of all the platinum produced 
came from Canada. Canadian production 
amounted to 259,000 ounces, that of Russia 
amounted to about 100,000 ounces and that of 
South Africa and Colombia amounted to 39,500 
ounces and 36,500 ounces respectively. 

Over the past. fourteen years the price of 
platinum has fallen from six times the price of 
gold until it is now approximately equal to that 
of gold. With this fall in price there has been 
a widespread increase in the industrial use of 
the metal.—The Royal Bank of Canada.

Thus was born what was known as “the double 
shuffle,” because no sooner had the Cartier-Mac- 
donald ministry been endorsed than the ministers 
took back their old portfol 
The object, of course, was to escape the rule 
that members of parliament called to cabinet 
portfolio, must return to their electors for en 
dorsation. Cartier’s trick avoided that necessity. 
It was a distinct breach of parliamentary prac- 
tice and as such not only denounced by the 
Liberals at the time, but later admitted by 
Cartier himself as an act which should not be 
repeated. And so thereafter when a member was 
sworn as a cabinet minister he had to seek re- 
election, with the result that severa] times the 
new minister was defeated, probably the most 
notable instance being that of Wilfrid Laurier, 
who, when sworn as minister of inland revenue 
in 1877, was defeated in Drummond-Arthabasca.

It was not until the first session of the 
ministry of R. B. Bennett, which took office 
August 7, 1930, that the re-election law was 


abrogated. It had long been advocated as a use- 
Jess survival of old days, and S. W. Jacobs, Lib- 
eral, from Montreal, had had a bill on the order 
paper for some years seeking to abolish the re- 
election custom. It had failed to pass under a 
Liberal ministry, but when proposed in a Con- 
servative holse was accepted by the prime min- 
ister and adopted. In which Mr. Bennett showed 
considerable foresight, for it avoided several by- 
elections during the course of his five-year term 
Pa ec Mwah ae aD CE A ee EEE AE 
does not recognize the cause of the trouble and 
makes no effort to get rid of the parasite, he will 
find his itching will continue.

“Ragtime really shouldn't be 
called the forefather of jazz or 
the father of jazz because as 
everyone will tell when they hear 
some of the old rags, ragtime and 
jazz are the same,” says Mr. Ber- 
lin. “And dances like the shag, 
the Suzy-Q and the rest are really 
not as startlingly new as you 
might think. If people whose 
memories go back that far will 
strain them a bit they'll recall 


that the cakewalk and the turkey 
trot were wild and wooly dances, 
incorporating many of the steps 
of the present craze.’
